Hackney Coachmens C A S E, 


Humbly offered to the Conſideration of the Right 
Honourable the Knights, Citizens, and Burgeſſes 
in Parliament Aſſembled. 


Y an Ac of Parliament made in the Thirteenth and Four- 
B teenth of Charles the: Second, only Four hundred Coaches 
were Licenſed, by which Regulation they were able to live, 
maintain their Families, and pay each of them Five Pounds per 
Anmum, towards Paving, Repairing, and Enlarging the Streets, but 
"that Expired long fnce. 

Since which time there hath been ſo great an increaſe of Hackney 
Coaches, Gentlemens Coaches, and Coaches that drive ſhort Stages, 
and Chairs, about this Town, that 'tis impoſſible for them to 
live, much leſs to pay Five Pounds out of their ſmall Gain, 
Wear and Tear confidered ; great numbers of which Hackney 
Coaches muſt in a ſhort time be undone, and rendred incapable to 
pay the Five Pound intended to be laid on them, unleſs reduced 
ro ſome Regulation, which is humbly offered as followeth. 

I. That no Perſon or Perſons, Drive, or Lett for Hire, any 
Coach or Coach Horſes (except Stage-Coaches, direftly from 
one Stage to the other) within the City of London or Weſtminſter, 
or Pariſhes within the Weekly Bills of Mortality, withour a Licenſe, 
on pain of forteiting Five Pounds for each Offence; being thereof 
Convict, the one half to the King, the other to the Informer. 

IL. That the Number of Hackney Coaches to be Licenſed, 
may not exceed Five hundred ; the Four hundred Ancient 
Licenſed Hackney Coaches by Authority of the ſaid Act to be pre- 
ferred, each Licence to be taken out every Year, but the Power of 
Licenſing to be for Ten or Twenty Years; and all the Clauſes in 
the ſaid Act, relating to Licenſing and Regulating Coaches re- 
vived. | 

Ill. That every of the ſaid Five hundred Coaches ſo Licenſed, 
do pay yearly, to ſuch Perſon appointed to receive the ſame , Six 
Pounds, to be diſpoſed of as ſhall be thought convenient. 

0bſ. There is not now above Seven hundred Hackney Coaches, 
which at Five Pounds each, for One Year, amounts but to Three 
thouſand five hundred Pounds. 

If Five hundred be Licenſed ax Six Pounds each Coach, for 
Ten Years, is Thirty thouſand Pounds ; for "Twenty, Sixty thou- 
ſand Pounds, the Town ſufficiently ſerved, and the Streets much 


leſs ſpoiled or tora up - and a preſent good Fund to raiſe 
Money. 
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
